EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 An examiner' s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 

payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 

Julie Moriss on 17 November 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Tn the claims: 

20. (Currently amended) A tool for material-removing machining of workpieces of 
hard metal, the tool comprising: 

a base body at least a portion of which is cylindrical and having a longitudinal 

axis of rotation formed therethrough; 

a blade plate secured to said base body and held by a clamping lug, said blade 
plate having a radially extending cutter and a front side with a continuous linear groove 
of selected length formed in said front side oriented parallel to said longitudinal axis of 
rotation and sized for receiving a [claimpling] clampin g lip of said clamping lug within said 
linear groove along substantially the length of said linear groove to stabilize said blade plate 
in operation; and 

an arcuate projection extending radially relative to said longitudinal axis of said 
cylindrical base body and located in proximity to said blade plate for support thereof. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-14, 17-22, 24, 25, 29 and 30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious a tool for material removing machining of 
workpieces of hard metal as claimed in independent claims 9, 20 or 24, specifically wherein the 
cutter has a continuous linear groove as claimed and oriented parallel to the longitudinal axis of 
rotation and sized for receiving a clamping lip of the clamping lug as claimed (independent 
claims 9, 20, and 24) with the blade plate of triangular shape (claims 9 and 24) or with an arcuate 
projection extending radially relative to the longitudinal axis of the cylindrical base body and 
located in proximity to the base plate for support thereof (independent claim 20). 

The closest prior art of record is US Pat. No. 4,230,427 (Belttari et al.), US Pat. No. 
5,100,269 (Lyon et al.) and US Pat. No. 5,211,516 (Kress et al.). 

'427, '269 and '516 each teach an insert being claimed similar to the instant invention of 
independent claims 9, 20 and 24. However, neither teach the continuous linear groove of the 
cutter oriented parallel to the longitudinal axis of rotation and sized for receiving a clamping lip 
of the clamping lug as claimed but instead teach the linear groove perpendicular to the 
longitudinal axis of rotation. In addition, neither teach the blade plate of triangular shape or with 
an arcuate projection extending radially relative to the longitudinal axis of the cylindrical base 
body and located in proximity to the base plate for support thereof. 

Therefore neither '427, '269 nor '516 anticipate the claimed invention of independent 
claims 9, 20 or 24. 
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In addition, there is no prior art of record that would render obvious the claimed 
invention, either alone or in combination with '427, '269 or '516, and no motivation is found to 
modify the prior art to obtain the claimed invention.
